The*Dayton Daily’ News" issue of Sunday, March 27, 1966, 
carried an article "KlanJ marches again at Kettering School Board." 
This article indicatecMthat the organizer, ParkieJ^cott , of the 
pickets answered to inquiries by newspaper people that they were 
protesting a withdrawal of invitation to speak last January 27, 
at Fairmont West High School. He stated that he had learned that 
Communists and others had spoken ab the high school and that they 
felt they had the same rights. Scott indicated that they would 
return and picket again and perhaps hold rallies unless they heard 
from the Board of Education.

A number admitted having joined the organization but claimed to 
have ceased any association with the organization shortly 
thereafter and claimed not to have any plans for becoming^ active 
in the organization. 

It is believed the interviews with these individuals 
may have had a deterrent effect towards their attempting to 
start any Kentucky chapter of the organization.

During this interview he informed that the Klan was going to 
march on Washington, D. C., on Independence Day in 1966, to 
protest civil rights legislation and that it Was. to decide 
who is going to run the United States, the whites or the 
blacks. He was highly critical of the U. S. Government, commenting 
that their, seem only to be concerned with the Negroes and not 
the whites. He stated that he, himself, was in favof of, mass 
migration by the white people from this country to either Canada 
or Australia, and leave ‘the country to the Negroes. He advised 
that he was trying to interest the Klan in this movement. He 
informed that although he is a citizen of the United States, 
he, himself, had written to the Australian Consulate in New 
York City about migrating to Australia and was advised that 
he could not migrate to that country because he did not have 
an employable background.

On May 1, 1966, source advised that on/April 30,

Approximately 75 persons attended this rally and 
cross burning Twelve of the persons present were dressed 
in Klan robes, and five of the persons wearing Klan robes 
had the letters "SC" in red on their white Klan hoods. 

The public speaking started at approximately 
8:20 p.m., and it was opened with a prayer by a person who 
was identified as the Imperial Kludd. 

The first speaker was JAMES R, VENABLE, Imperial 
Wizard of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. 
VENABLE stated that the white politician had sold the white 
people in America down the river for the Negro vote. 

VENABLE stated if the present Civil Rights law which is 
now in Congress is passed, people would not be able to 
travel from one city to another without first registering 
and furnishing information as to where they were going, 
whom they were going to see, and what their business was. 
VENABLE stated this same Civil Rights law would take away 
the rights of the people to carry firearms as it would be 
against the law to transport firearms on a Federal highway 
or a highway whose construction was subsidized by the 
Federal Government.

to take rights away from the people. He stated President 
JOHNSON is influenced more by MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., than 
any other person.

VENABLE asked all white 
people who believed in the constitutional form of government 
to join the Klan. He requested these white people to get 
their sons and daughters registered to vote in order that 
they might vote out the politicians who had sold the white 
people down the river. 

During the speech of VENABLE, chances were sold on 
a .410 shotgun, and a drawing was subsequently held for this 
gun. 

Following JAMES R. VENABLE'S speech, a person 
dressed in a black robe and stating he was from South Carolina 
made a short speech. This person stated that President 
JOHNSON had said he was "going to finish the Klan, but he 
wanted that bastard to know that they were riding before he

He also said he had no ill 
will toward anyone based upon their race, color, or creed; he 
was not opposed to the Negro but was against "race mixing" and 
wanted the Negro to stay Negro- and the white to stay white. 

He said that his goal and the goal of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan was to preserve -'the white race and the United States 
and its Constitution. 

During the course of the questioning, Venable said that 
he had been a member of the Klan since 1924. 

During the course of the program, in its later stages, 

Parkie Scott had to leave and an on-named woman, who identified 
herself as the Imperial Commander of the Women's Division of the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, presented herself on the 
program to answer questions.
